besides the news print has gone up 
since ihe outbreak of the war.

HUGHES TELLS THE 
RAIL MEN AS MUCH 


Inquii^r is Taken Up by 
Utilities Commission at 
Columbus. 


Columbus, 
Ohio, 
Nov. 
16.—The 
state public utilities commission is, in 
possession, of information, that certain 
people have been guilty of indictable 
offenses in connection with the coal 
shortage situation In Ohio, Judge O. H. 
Hughes, a member of the commission 
told railroad men here today at the 
opening of an investigation of coal 
shortage conditions. 
Judge 
Hughes 
asked the representatives Of the Ohio 
railroads to co-operate with the com- 
mission in getting coal to Ohio con- 
sumers. 


"This commission," said Mr. Hughes, 
"Is in possession of information that 
certain people have been guilty of in- 
dictable offenses in these matters. 
It 
appears that there has been a crim- 
inal conspiracy which has interfered 
with the discharge of your duties. 


"This is not a thrust at the carriers 
but an attempt to reach those who are 
not acting fairly. 
We came to the 
railroads to know whether they are 
discharging their duties and whether 
they are hindered by some trust or 
body of citizens." 
. Jlepresentatives of practically ever 
coal carrying, road in the state were 
présent to give testimony before the 
commission. 
Railroad representatives 
are expected to testify that they are 
unable, to- get cars unloaded and re- 
turned to their mines.

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Making Prohibition 
Prohibit 


Some things along prohibition lines have been doing at Washing- 
ton as well .as at Indianapolis. The house judiciary committee has 
just reported out favorably the constitutional amendment for making 
the entire nation dry, and there is prospect that it may pass the lower 
body, though the brief time remaining in tlie life of the present con- 
gress, which terminates March 4, makes i't improbable that the senate 
can be induced to take it up at the present sessron. 


Of rather more immediate interest and carrying much better 
prospect of effective enactment, is the fact that the senate has attach- 
ed to thB postal appropriation bill an amendment to make a criminal 
offense the importation of intoxicating liquors into those states which 
prohibit the manufacture and sale of the stuff. Very recently, too, a 
supreme court decision on the Webb-Kenyon law put up the line of 
thie "(dry'' state as an effective bar against the importation of the 
"wet" goods, and did it in a fashion that will give the transportation 
companies pause before they will take a chance and attempt to de- 
liver contraband in prohibition territory. 


. The charge is frequently made that prohibition doesn't prohibit 
and in numerous instances it manifestly hasn't. But that Avas un- 
der the old order of things. The boot-legger has somehow been able 
to secure his concoctions and ply his illicit trade in some degree. The 
mail-ord^r whisky house in another state was charmed to supply its 
product in plaiii and cleverly-disguised packages to those who fancied 
they had to have it and were willing to remit the price in advance. 
But an end has been put to this sort of thing by the Webb-Kenyon 
"law construction, and the promised adoption of the senate amend- 
ment divides the guilt in an infraction of the liquo'r laws, placing a 
. full share of it on the'man who buys as well as the man who sells. 
There will presently be no sort of basis for the contention that pro- 
hibition doesn't prohibit. In other words, when any state now desires 
to be "dry," UK^ele Sam is going to insist that its prohibition laws 
{ »Jtaan precisely -».hat they say.

High officials of thirty of the big American railroads have gotten

Electrical Fire 


Hazard Avoidable 


'A new form of fire peril is coming in- 
to prominence as a cause of much de- 
struction, and.its fires are so directly 
associated with carelessness that it has 
been deemed necessary to issue a spe- 
cial warning to the people of the Uni- 
ted States. 
Because of their conven- 
ience, small electric 
devices, 
such as 
prefsing irons, curling 
irons, 
toasters, 
electric pads or blankets, electric plate 
warmers 
and 
elecaric 
sterilizers 
or 
heaters are now to be found in almost 
every community. 
If these were used 
with proper care the danger would be 
negligible but if not, they oecorae over- 
heated, whereupon they are likely to 
set fire to anything combustible with 
which they are in contact. 


Slost of these fires are small, but the 
aggregate loss is large, and occasional 
instances show extensive damage, as in 
the case of the $350,000 fire in the Bos- 
ton residence of former Governor Drap- 
er; this was traced to an electric plate 
warmer in the butler's pantry. 


Fires of this class furnish a special 
peril to life, being most frequent in 
dwellings, and often breaking out at 
night. 
A characteristic example is that 
in which an electric pressing iron is left 
upon the ironing board, with the cur- 
rent turned on, apd then forgotten. 
In 
such a case the fire may not occur until 
some hours later. 
The burning of the 
residence of John Wanamaker, several 
years ago, was due to an electric press- 
ing iron. 


That this form of hazard is already 
assuming 
larse 
pro^rtions 
appears 
from the statistics. 
For example, the 
actuarial bureau of the national board 
of fire underwriters in one day noted 
approximately 1Ó0 reports of fires from 
this cause, out of a total of 2,000 losse« 
in the day's reports, and it estimates 
that small electrical devices are causing 
fires at the rate of 30,000 or more in the 
course of a year. 


Most of these fires are preventable, 
and can be charged to nothing but-care- 
lessness on the part of the user. Va- 
rious "safety" devices have been added 
by certain of the manufacturers of these 
articles, and among them a^e some that 


are fairly effective, but ther^ is one 
absolute precaution 
which 
should be 
borne in mind at all times by every user, 
namely, that of shutting off the current 
when not personally and continuously 
supervising the use. 


The Vanishing 


Farm Hired Man 


(Knickerbocker Press.) 


Connected closely with the cost of 
food products is the question of the 
vanishing: farm hand. 
Only a few 
years ago there were plenty of them. 
The countryside was dotted with the 
modest, yet desirable, dwelljnga of In- 
telligent men who were willing to do 
farm work by the day. 
No such con- 
ditions now exist. Well-to-do farmers 
may be seen, on any day when crops 
are to be sown or reaped, working 
from sunrise until 
dark. 
Farmers' 
daughters, home from college, have to 
help get In the hay, and even farm- 
ers' guests are pressed Into Hervice in 
the emergency which Is created by 
the inability to hire help. 
Thousands 
of acres of land are turned over to 
pasture because the owners are not 
able to command so much as the aid 
of a daughter or af riend. 


Edward Van Alstyne, 
director 
of 
farmers' Institutes in New York state, 
speaking at Ithaca on this subject, re- 
marked that, though one man 
may 
now, with the aid of improved agri- 
cultural machinery, do the work of 
five or ten men of forty years ago, 
it is now more difficult to get one man 
than It was to find five or ten. 


Much of the difCculty in obtaining 
help for farm work is no doubt due 
to the inability of the farmer to com- 
pete with city conditions. 
The differ- 
ence In hours and tasks Is Inseparable 
from the nature of the work to be done. 
In the city a. man may report for duty 
at 8 o'clock—certainly not earlier than 
7—and he may be through at 5—cer- 
tainly not later than 6—and the rest 
of his time is his own. 
In the country 
he will get up at 4, take care of four 
or five horses, feed ten or twenty hogs, 
milk from four to eight cows, and 
carry the milk In and run the sepa- 
rator for twenty minutes before he will

manner in which the war in Europe 
may influence the vast number of sim- 
ple agriculturists who live in such re- 
mote districts as this, on the frontier 
of the Punjab, facing the Indus. This 
district is of special importance since 
it has formed and is still, forming one 
of the main recruiting grounds for 
the Indian army. 
As to what will 
happen when these Indian soldiers re- 
turn to their native land. Commission- 
er Butler said:

"I think that to a certain extent the 
' u n k n o t ' 
about the European wIU 
have been dissipated. The Indian sol- 
dier has learned that we Europeans 
have our bad men and women just as 
Indians have. 
But I have never be- 
lieved in the 'magnificence' which de- 
pends on Ignorance. 
The knowledge ' 
of our failings 
will 
make us seem 
more human, and that is all to the , 
good in bringing the two races to-' 
gether. 


"Then the Indian soldier has been 
profoundly touched by the care lav- 
ished on 
him 
in 
hospitals when 
wounded. 
I npticed this when going: 
round a big Indian hospital at a ¿er- | 
tain base in France and in several of; 
the hospitals in England, as well as 
in India. 
The wounded med In the 
village in this district tell the same 
story. 
That fact Is going to bear fruit 
a hundredfold long after the war, 
with its tragedies, is over. 


"A similar 
impression 
has 
been 
made by the activities of the various 
funds for sending 
out 
comforts to 
soldiers and 
followers 
in the field. 
Here in Attock we are affiliated to the 
fund controlled, by Lady O'Dwyer, the 
wife of our lieutenant governor. 
In- 
dian gentlemen constantly bring me 
gifts lyhich are sent off by me to Lady 
O'Dwyer, and are by her transmitted 
to various corps and units in Meso- 
potamia and elsewhere. 
This system 
does good in two directions: 
First,; 
Lady O'Dwyer writes a letter of thanks 
tb each donor. 
She does not leave it 
to her secretary to present her com- 
pliments, nor does she send a t3rpe- 
written, stereotyped document. 
She 
writes in her own hand how pleased 
she is and where the gifts are going. 
This human touch draws closer the 
donors. 
And, secondly, the recipients' 
in the trenches are grateful. 
Soldiers 
on leave have told me how touched 
they were not to be forgotten. Those 
who have received from England any 
of Princess Mary's simple gifts dis- 
played them proudly on their return 
and cherish them as heirlooms. 


"I think, also, that we are going to 
see a good m&ny iiidlrect results of 
the great upheaval. 
The soldier, who 
has been away from his home for two 
years or so, has had brought home to 
him tbe value of being able to read i 
and write letters. 
He will want his' 
sons to go to school more than he 
used to do. 
Then all who have been 
to France have been amazed at the 
crops there. 
The men 
spoke to me 
of this in France, as well they might. 
They were very happy in France, you 
know, and speak highly of our French 
allies. 
I believe we shall find an in- 
creased readiness after the ^Ajfir to 
take up scientific agriculture." 


The deputy commissioner was ask- 
ed what expectations 
the 
fighting 
men had formed as to their position- 
after the war. 


"That again," he said, "is not an 
easy question to answer.

the men look to material benefits in

Shaner, secretary of the Interstate 
Association for the Encouragement of 
Trapshooting. 
Naturally every one 
interested in sport is interested In the 
statistics of all its branches and the 
figures 
that Shaner sets forth in his 
report are worth knowing. 


These statistics show that in 1908 
the average attendance at the trap- 
shooting tournament was 27 amateurs 
and 4 professionals. In 1916 the at- 
tendance averaged 44 amateurs and 5 
professionals, and there 
were hun- 
dreds more trapshooting events than 
in 1908. 


A comparison of figures of the past 
four years show just how trapshoot- 
ing has came along—and the reason 
why it is known as the King of Sports. 
In 1913 the number of shooters who 
participated in the registered tourna- 
ments of the Interstate 
association 
were 7,014. One year later the num- 
ber amounted to 7,849. In 1915 the 
figures were 8,140 and in 1916 the in- 
dividual shooters numbered 10,628. 


With the steady Increase in trap- 
shooters there, has been a steady in- 
crease 
in registered 
tournaments. 
There were 286 in 1913; 314 in 1914; 
333 in 1915, and 546 In 1916. 
There 
were 38 state championship 
tourna- 
ments in 1913; 39 in 1914; 42 in 1915, 
and 46 in 1916. In the number of 
targets trapped one notes the real In- 
crease in the sport. In 1913, 4,526,570 
targets were thrown in tlie registered 
shoots. In 1914 the number was 4,- 
780,690. In 1915 the number reached 
4,814,260, and In 1916 the high-water 
mark of 6,366,100 was reached. The 
average number of targets thrown in 
the tournaments in 1913 were 16,051; 
in 1914, 15,273; in 1915, 14,500, and 
in 1916, 12,700.

In fact 
corporations are instruments of law," 
said Attoi-ney James M. Barrett, for- 
mer president of the Fort Wayne and 
Northern Indiana Traction company, 
in his address before the Quest club, 
Friday noon. 


Nearly the full membership of the 
club banqueted 
at 
the Commercial 
club at the noon day luncheon and 
heard, with much interest, the well 
organized talk on "Antagonizing Cor- 
porations," delivered by Mr. Barrett. 


"Corporations are sometimes classed 
as good coi-porati6ns and bad corpora- 
tions. 
No 
such 
classification 
can' 
properly be made. 
A corporation is 
in itself powerless to do good or evil. 
It has no eyes ,ears or tongue. 
Intel- 
rlty of its actions depends on the char- 
acter of the men who conduct its af- 
fairs. 


Result of Prosperity. 


"Marvelous prosperity of this coun- 
try in the recent past 
has turned the 
heads and hardened the hearts, not 
only of those engaged in business ac- 
tivities, but of society in general. The 
love of money begot a greedy selfish- 
ness, which in turn led to an invasion 
of the 
old-fashioned 
principles of 
honesty and fair dealing. 
Not only 
"Captains of Industry," but officials 
and 
government 
bodies, 
seemingly 
lost their power to see right or wrong. 


"Fraud, favoritism and sordid 
a t- 
tempts to monopolize production have 
aroused the nation. 
Many politicians, 
in order to 
save 
themselves, 
cried 
•greedy corporations,' 'soulless corpora- 
tions' and 'wicked corporation.«?.' Cor- 
porations of the pountry 
have 
been 
made footballs by designing politicians 
and office seekers." 


Mr. Barrett spoke in behalf of the 
General 
Electric 
company 
and 
the 
Traction company after he had ex- 
plained at length how corporations arc 
organized. 


Defends Street Car Service. 


He defended the street railway ser- 
vice in the following: 
"Few riders o* 
street cars give heed to scheduled time 
of cars. 
The patron steps from his 
home or place of business expecting to 
step at once to a car. 
A car, perhaps, 
on his line has just passed. 
If he waits 
two minutes he honestly believes it is 
five; if five minutes it seems ten; if +er 
minutes the patron is ready to swear 
(and generally does, Mr. Barrett com- 
mented) that there has been no car 
in half an hour. 


If the car happens to be late tho 
passenger 
does 
not 
appreciate 
the 
many reasons for delay, such as slowly 
moving passengers in 
and out, 
the 
slower moving trucks and other ve- 
hicles at crossings and swiftly moving 
Jitneys, 
whose 
drivers 
have 
to 
be 
guarded by motormen." 


Miii B.arrett expressed disgust at the 
proposition to place the corporations, 
especially electric and railway 
com- 
panies, in the government hand and 
at mercy of "pie hunters." 
He askod 
for tolerance and confidence of the peo - 
pie in behalf of corporations and ox- 
pressed his belief that such a method 
would best wipe out the worries about 
corporations.

FfiEIGHIEII IN RUNNING 
BAmEM A U-BOAT 


French Steamer Reports a 
Stirring Encounter With 
Submarine. 


New York, Feb. 16.—Officers of the 
French freight steamship 
Honduras, 
which arrived here today from Bor- 
deaux, brought reports of a running 
battle with a German submarine on 
Dec. 7, twenty riilles frpm Brest. The 
officers said they believed the sub- 
mersible was hit. 


The Honduras was on her way from 
New Orleans to • France with 
sug-ar. 
The submarine came up astern and 
opened fire with a deck gun. 
Twenty- 
eight shells were fired, some hitting 
the bridge and others taking effect in 
the after part of the ship. 
The dam- 
age was not serious. 


With the first shot frpm the subma- 
rine the fire was returned from a six- 
inch gun mounted on the after deck 
of the Honduras. 
Thirty shots were 
fired in rapid succession. 
The U-boat 
suddenly ceased firing and drew away, 
giving evidence of having been hit.

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Greatest Improvementof Re- 
cent Years Commences 
at the Bowser Works. 


The ground on which will be erected 
the six story office building, at the 
southeast corner of Bast 
Creighton 
avenue, by S. F. Bowser & Company, 
this year, is being cleared of buildings 
and made ready for the- excavation 
work. Tlie large two story frame house 
' on the grounds is being razed and the 
smaller one jiist east of it is being made 
ready to move to another 
location, 
someone 
having 
purchased it, and 
ttround will be broken for the base- 
ment and foundations just as soon as I 
the frost is out of the ground. 
This is 
the beginning of what will be the 
greatest improvement made in a sin- 
gle year by S. F. Bowser & Company. 
When the new office building is up 
and the old one vacated by the of- 
ficials 
and clerical department, so it 
can be temporarily used for factory 
purposes, the erection of a five or .six 
.stary factory building, nearly 500 feet 
long, will take place on the south side 
of the factory site. 
This work cannot 
be taken up until there is some provi- 
sion for temporary factory space, for 
the proposed building will occ^upy a 
portion of the ground now occupied by 
the shops. 


The old two stoiT dwelling 
house 
now being torn down has a history 
closely connected with the establish- 
ment of the big plant on East Creigh- 
ton avenue, now giving employment to 
over 1,000 men and women and send- 
ing its products to all quarters of the 
world. The house was built by Alex- 
ander Bowser, father of A1 Bowser, in 
1874, and was occupied by his family 
and by the family of Thomas D. DeVil- 
biss, 6 relative, until a few years ago, 
when the property passed to S. F. Bow- 
ser & Company and the occupants 
moved out. Mr., DeVllbiss building a 
house at 1326 P6ntiac street, where he 
now resides. 
His two sons, Edwin B. 
Devilbiss. assistant motive power en- 
gineer of the Pennsylvania 
Central 
sj'stem. with headquarters in Toledo, 
and Frank A. DeVilbiss, a patternmak- 
er at the Bowser works, were born in 
that house and it was their home for 
iTiany years. 


Back of this old house, on the same 
lot, was the barn in which S. F. Bow- 


ser worked out and put on the mar- 
ket the first oil tank pump in existence 
and from that small beginning has de- 
veloped S. F. Bowser & Company, with 
its big plant, world-wide 
reputation 
and >innual 
business of $6,000,000. 
Thomas D. DeVilbisa has been prom- 
inently connected 
with the ^ Bowser 
company from very near the start. He 
is now president of the Home Supply 
company and service department of the 
company. 
The smaller house, which is 
being moved from the grounds, was 
also erected a number o f years ago, 
when the Bowser plant was consider- 
ably smaller than it is at present. 


COKE VERY SCARCE. 


Some Fort Wajne Shops Completely 
Out of This Fuel. 


Unless thei-e is a break in the 
freight blqckade which will permit the 
bringing of coke into the city soon, 
serious results will follow. 
One con- 
cern, the Western Gas Construction 
company, is entirely out of coke and 
for nearly two weeks has been unable 
to operate the foundry. 
Supt. W. G. 
Kaiser said that unless the company 
was able to get coke 
very soon it 
would'be necessary to suspend opera- 
tions in the machine shop also, be- 
cause of want of castings. 
Over time 
and night work, which was the rule in 
the machine 
department 
for some 
time, has been suspended. 
The pat- 
tern shop and the boiler department 
are still running full blast. The coke 
used by the Western Gas company 
comes from West Virginia, via Cin- 
cinnati, and while there is evidently 
plenty of coke there, it is impossible 
lo get it over- the railroad lines be- 
cause of the embargoes placed upon 
freight of various kinds. The Central 
foundry is also getting short of coke, 
but has enough to run a week or so. 
Better conditions prevail at the Bass 
jJToundry and Machine 
works, the 
greatest consumer of coke in 
Fort 
Wayne, but the supply there is not up 
to the standard and some anxiety ex- 
ists.

Proposal to Tax Corpora- 
tions in Indiana Brings 
Opposition. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 10.—^The excise ta.x 
bill prepared under the direction of GoV' 
I enior Goodrich and now looked on as 
a 'state administration measure yester- 
day because the feature of overshadow- 
ing interest in the legislature. Reports 
reaching the governor's office indicated 
that the people throughout the state 
have begun to show deep concern in the 
measure. 


That the business men generally in 
Indiana also are aroused became more 
apparent 
than 
ever yesterday 
wheii 
many of them personally besought their 
members of the senate and house to op- 
pose- the plan for a specific tax suggest- 
ed by the governor. 
Nearly every mem- 
ber pf the legiejatujre began to receive 
commiunicationa for and against the bill 
yesterday. 


Hoias Center of Stage. 


Until the contest over the measure is 
settled, it promises to hold the center 
of the legislative stage. It has displaced 
limited suffrage and the highway com- 
mission bills in public interest. The gen- 
eral importance of the proposal did not 
dawn on the public until after Governor 
Goodrich appeared at the caucus of the 
house republicans Wednesday afternoon 
and explained its provisions. 


The house republicans adjourned their 
caucus with the understanding that no 
further action would be taken on the 
bill until they had-a chance to talk with 
their constituents. 
Tlie tentative plan 
agreed on at the caucus was that an- 
other meeting should be held today by 
the 
house 
republicans- to determine 
whether the bill should become a cau- 
cus measure. 


Although it has the stanch support of 
the Governor and many members of the 
legislature, it has not received the in- 
dorsement. of the republicans as a party 
measure. 
Speaker Eschbach stated to a 
representative of The . Star 
yesterday 
afternoon that he does not know when 
the bill will be handed down for third 
reading, as it has not reached his desk 
since it was passed on second reading. 


May Be Amended. 


It was said yesterday that the op- 
ponents .of the bill may not make a 
very strong effort to defeat it in the 
house,, but will center their efforts on 
the senate, which has been the stage 
for most of the big contests of the pres- 
ent session. 
It was reported also that 
the bill more than likely will be amend- 
ed in several important 
particular« 
when It comes up for third reading in 
the house. 
Several of the rates of tax- 
atiop are; liable to be lowered before 
th&. housQ. 
ilnal action. 
It v.^as 


rjegariffed -las 
night that the 


bill will pass the house by a comfort- 
able margin, although some members 
on the republican side are strongly op- 
posed to it. The democratic members 
probably will oppose the bill^^as they 
have lined up against all of the bills 
I that have come from the governor's 
office. 


Opponents of tha excise bill present 
the argument that it will discourage 
new enterprises in Indiana and tend 
to, influence those already doing busi- 
] ness iiei'e to move to some other state. 
I They charge that it is extremely doubt- 
j ful if 'the imposition of this tax will 
I lower the general rate as claimed by 
I its supporters. 
The enactment of spe- 
I cial taxes, it is argued, is not according 
I to proper taxation principles, which 
are that taxation increases should be 
made all along the line and not in par- 
ticular caa^s.

Germany Liberates Men in 
Advance of a Drastic 
U. S. Demand. 


Berlin, Feb. 15.—2:00 p. m., via 
London, Feb. 16, 3:40 a. m.).—^The 
American seamen who were brought 
prisoners to Germany on board the 
British steamer Yarrowdale have been 
liberated. 


The 
British 
steamer 
YaxTow«lale 
was one of the vessels captured by a 
German raider in the South Atlantic 
some time ago. 
With an armed prize 
crew aboard the steamer was taken 
into a German harbor on December 
31. 
She had 469 prisoners on board, 
among whom were seventy-two Amer- 
icans, according to an announcement 
made some tiriie ago by the German 
foreign secretary. 
It was stated that 
these men were to be interned as pris- 
oners, having been captured on an 
armed vessel. 


Early in the present month—the day 
of severing diplomatic relations with 
Germany—the United States demand- 
ed the release of the Americans. The 
following day it was announced that 
Germany had acceded to the demand. 
Later it was announced from "Washv 
ington that the men were being held 
in Germany until assurances had been 
received from the United States as to 
the safe departure of Ccuunt von Bern- 
storfC and the German consuls and the 
safejty of German war-bound ships in 
American waters.

In addition to her passengers she 
carried a general cargo of what Is

The dispatch 
bags contained important documents 
forwarded from American embassies 
and consulates in nearly all the coun- 
tries In Europe, including a large quan-

will

cussed but not passed on at this ses- 
sion of congres.'?.

plan. 
The militia will be relied upon to meet 
any emergency. 


It Is expected 
the 
national 
guard 
will be recruited up to its full strength 
to meet the needs of national.defen.se, 
and that it will be mobilized to pro- 
tect 
harbons, 
coasts, 
raih(»ads 
and 
other strategic points. 


Universal compulsory milita.ry train- 
ing Is expected to be one of the results 
of the present war situation. 


There are a few people who think a 
law of this character may be jammed 
through congress before March 4. 
It 
may be said positively, however, that 
such is not President Wilson's plan. 


The president is not yet committed 
to the conscription Idea. 
The annual 
report 
made 
by 
Secretary 
of 
War 
Baker voiced the opinion of the presi- 
dent, to the effect that the 
national 
guard had not had full opportunity to 
show what it could do in the Mexican 
border mobilization, and the pre.sident 
f u r t h e r made his opinion clear when 
he talked last week to the delegation 
from Maryland who came to urge uni- 
versal military service.

casion were notably

and

President Willson scored the cock- 
Bureness of the critics of the national 
guard and made it clear that he still 
believes in the volunteer syetem.

lief that there will be no lack of vol- 
unteers and that the national 
guard

Has Withstood Test on the 
Battle-Swept Fields of 
Europe. 


With the British Armies in France. 
Feb. 2.— (Correspotidence of The As- 
sociated 
Press.)—^Two years and a 
half of the grimmest war in history 
have wrought the triumph of at least 
one American 
institution—the 
army 
mule. 
He has been weighed anew in 
the scales of battle, proved on the fire- 
swept fields of France and Flanders, 
and not found wanting. In warm win- 
ter coat and with long, inquisitiev ears 
flopping 
back and forth in the breeze, 
he marches up among the roaring 
guns with a steady nonchalance that 
iends 
confidence and faith 
to the 
fighting 
men who depend so much 
figfhting 
men who depend so much 
upon him. 


From Missouri, Georgia, Tennessee, 
Mississippi, 
Texas and other stock- 
farms in the south, he has journeyed 
to the war and come into his own. The 
much maligned, supposedly stubborn, 
balky and generally pestiferous mule, 
has won a place in the heart of the 
British army f^om which he can never 
be dislodged. 
He was quite an asset 
in the South African campaigns, but 
new is a real aristScrat of the trans- 
port service. 
. "A most magnificent creature," re- 
plied a British brigadier when 
asked 
for an opinion of the lowly American 
mule. 
"And he has a much 
better 
character than generally is given to 
him. 
He is something like a camel 
in that respect. 
Most people cry down 
and berate the poor old camel, but 
once you get to know him he is much 
to be admired. 
It is just the same 
with mule. 
He has some ways with 
him which the British Tommy didn't 
quite appreciate at first, but now that 
they are better acquainted and have 
formed a sort of entente cordiale, the 
two have utmost respect for each other 
and 'carry on' at the front with com- 
plete understanding and effectiveness." 


The mule had his supreme test on 
this front in the battles of the Somme. 
There were days and night of unceas- 
ing labor, short rations and little or 
no attention. 
The strain was con- 
stant and terrific. 
In exact ratio to 
the number employed, six horses suc- 
cumbed where a single mule gave way. 


The horse, of course, is an animal of 
finer fibre and is far more 
sensitive. 
If he stumbles into a shell hole filled 
with water he will strive and struggle 
to get out until he actually dies of a 
broken heart. 
Not so the mule. 
He 
has no imagination and not much of 
an outlook on life. 
He calmly and 
philosophically lies in the shell hole 
until some one comes along and digs 
him out. 


The mule, some suppositions to the 
contrary notwithstanding, is vulner- 
able at times to shot and shell. 
Many 
of them have been killed in action 
along with the horses, and others have 
died of wounds. 
But modern veterin-; 
ary skill is working wonders for the 
animals of war and one must be bad- 
ly hurt, indeed, to be abandoned. The 
thick skin of the mule saves him from 
many of the troubles that beset the 
horse. 
It wards off mud blisters and 
the affections that come from the wet 
and damp long exposure. 


As the working values, the horse be- 
ing far more anxious to please, will or- 
dinarily accomplish as much as one 
and one-third mules. 
Some horses do 
the 
work of a mule and half. But 
they cannot "stick it" so long. 


Visiting a veterinary hospital where 
there were hundreds of horses under 
medical repair, it was striking to no- 
tice but a solitary mule among them. 
Someone suggested this was strange, 
because the army had found the mule 
such a fine animal he had been im- 
ported by tens of thousands. 


"Thai;'s precisely it," said the doctor 
in charge; "it's because he is such a 
fine animal that you see so little of 
him here."

JESUS HEALS NOBLEMAN'S SON. 


IjESSON TEXT—John 4:43-54. 
GOLDEN TEXT—As thou hast bellev- 
•d, so be it done unto thee.—Matt 8:13.

. This event occurred a few days aft- 
er .that of last Sunday's lesson. It 
was ?esus' second, miracle in Cana. 
John the Baptist is still preaching, and 
Jesus is closing the first year of his i 
ministry and beginning his work in 
Galilee. 
Teachers should bring a 


vivid picture of Galilee to their 
classes, as that was one of the.im- 
portant fields to which our Master de- 
voted much of his time. (For descrip- 
tion see some good Bible dictionary.) 
The people of that land were more 
worldly,, less bound ,by conventional- 
ities, and more accessible to the teach- 
ings which Jesus brought, than those 
of Judea. Josephus says they were 
"fond of Innovations, and disposed to 
changes."

Jesus left the revival at Samaria (TV. 
89-44) and ^returned to Galilee.' His 
own people of Nazareth refused to ac- 
cept him "for a prophet hath no honor 
in his own country."

Here 
he was welcome (v. 45) because they 
had known the things that he did at 
Jerusalem, the report of which was 
brought back by those who had visited 
the feast (John 2:14-17).

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Mating Prohibition Prohibit 


Some things along prohibition lines have been doing at "Washing- 


ton 'as well as at ftidianapolis. The house judiciary committee has 
just reported out favorably the constitutional amendment for making 
the entire nation dry, and there is prospect that it may pass the lower 
hody, though the brief time remaining in the life of the present con- 
gress, which terminates March 4. makes it improbable that the senate 
can be induced to take it up at the present session. 


Of rather more immediate interest and carrying much better 


prospect/of effective enactment, is the fact that the senate has attach- 
ed to the postal-'appropriation bill an amendment to make a criminal 
offense the importation of intoxicating liquors into-.those states which 
prohibit the manufacture and sale of the stuff. Very recently, too, a 
'sripreme "court decision on the "VVebb-Kenyon law put up the line of 
the' 'ldry*'; state as an effective bar against the importation of the 
' "wet'' goods, and.did it in a fashion that will give'the transportation 
companies pause before they* will take a chance and attempt to de- 
liver contraband in prohibition territory. 


The charge is .frequently made that prohibition doesn't prohibit 


'»r-aiid in numerous instances it manifestly hasn't. But that was un- 
der the old order of things. The boot-legger has somehow been able 
to secure his concoctions and ply his illicit trade in some degree. The 
mail-order whisky house in another state was charmed to supply its 
product in. plain and cleverly-disguised packages to those who fancied 
1hey:had to have it and were willing to remit the price in advance. 


• But an end has been put to this sort, of thing by* the Webb-Kenyon 
•law construction, and the promised adoption of the senate amend- 


ment divides the guilt in an infraction of the liquor laws, placing a 


• iinll share of it on the man who buys as well as the man who sells. 
There will presently be no sort of basis for the contention that pro- 
hibition doesn't prohibit. In other words, when any state now desires 
.4.0.be "dry," Ux«cle Sam is going to insist that its prohibition laws 
wean precisely iliat they say. 


High officials of thirty of the big American railroads have gotten 


together in a "gentlemen's* agreement" to relieve both the tremen- 
dous congestion of freight at eastern cities and the equally distressing 
shortage of cars in the west by the simple expedient of refusing fur- 
ther eastward shipments for export until the mountains of freight at 
the easternr'seabonrd is gotten out of the way, and to rush empty cars 
westward as soon as they are unloaded. The solution seems so obvious 
that one wonders why it didn't -occur to the railroads weeks ago, 
though the shrieks of the man with vast supplies on hand for export 
and no.means of getting it to the seaboard for the present are'likely 
to be agonizing to the ears of the railway officials. 


Further inquiry on the "leak" at "Washington is to be conducted 


in private by a sub-committee of three on account of the development 
of the newest international situation, and doubtless Tom Lawson will 
contend that the public is thereby being cheated out of some enliven- 
ing diversion which he started off in such flying fashion. It must be 
admitted, too, that the public has rather enjoyed the discomfiture in 
which some of the market raiders found themselves when the light 
was turned on, but the actual value of the inquisition has proven an 
extremely dubious quantity. 


• ; • Salazar, the Mexican bandit leader, is credited with having made 
a threat to launch a raid against an American border town that will 
make the Villa attack on Columbus look like the work of a cheap ama- 
teur. Evidently Salazar believes that what he most needs is a_ repu- 
tation, and the man may be foolhardy enough to try to go out and get 
it, top.

Electrical Fire 


Hazard Avoidable 


A new form of fire peril i»%oming In- 


to prominence «is K cause of much de- 
struction, and its fires ar« so directly 
associated with carelessness that it has 
been deemed necessary to issue a spe- 
cial warning to the people of the Uni- 
ted States. 
Because of their conven- 


ience, small electric 
devices, 
such ns 


pressing irons, curling irons, toasters, 
electric pads or blankets, electric plate 
winners " and 
clecaric 
sterilizers 
or 


heaters are now to be found in almost 
every community. 
If these were usuj, 


with-proper care the danger would be 
negligible but if not, they Become over- 
heated, whereupon they are likely to 
set firo to anything combustible with 
which they arc in contact. 


Most of these fires are small, but the 


aggregate loss is larg"c, and occasional 
instances show extensive damage, as in 
the case of the $350,000 firo in the Bos- 
ton residence of former Governor Drap- 
er; this was traced to an electric plate 
wanner in the butler's pantry. 


Fires of this class furnish a special 


peril to life, being most frequent in 
dwellings, and often breaking out at 
night. ,A characteristic example is that 
in which an electric pressing iron is left 
upon the ironing board, with the cur- 
rent turned on, and then forgotten. In 
such a case the fire may not occur until 
some tiours later. 'Ttie burning of the 
residence of John Wanamaker, several 
years ago, was due to an electric press- 
ing iron. 


That this form of hazard is already 


-assuming 
large 
proportions 
appears 


from the statistics. For example, the 
actuarial bureau of the national board 
of fire underwriters in one day noted 
approximately 100 reports of fires from 
this cause, out of a total of 2,000 losses 
in the day's reports, and it estimates 
that small electrical devices are causing 
fires at the rate of 30,000 or more in tho 
course of a year. 


Most of these fires are preventable, 


and can be charged to nothing but care- 
lessness on the part of the user. Va- 
rious "safety" devices have been added 
by certain of the manufacturers of these 
articles, and among them are some that 


nfc fairly effective, but there is one 
absolute precaution which should be 
borne in mind at all times by every user, 
namely, that of shutting off the current 
when not personally and continuously 
supervising tho use. 


The Vanishing 


Farm Hired Man 


(Knickerbocker Press.) 


Connected closely with tho cost of 


food products Is tho question of tho 
vanishing farm -hand. 
Only a few 


years ago there were plenty of them. 
The countryside was dotted with the 
modest, yet desirable, dwellings of In- 
telligent men who were willing' to do 
farm work by'the day. No such con- 
ditions now exist. Well-to-do farmers 
may be seen, on any day when crops 
are to bo sown or reaped, working 
from sunrise until dark. 
Farmers' 


daughters, homo from college, have to 
help get Jn the hay, and even farm- 
ers' guests are pressed Into service In 
the emergency which Is created "by 
the Inability to hire help. Thousands 
of acres of land are turned over to 
pasture because the owners are not 
able to command so much as the-aid 
of a daughter or af rlend. 


Edward .Van Alstyne, 
director of 


farmers' Institutes In New York state, 
speaking at Ithaca on this subject, re- 
marked that, though one man may 
now, with the aid of Improved agri- 
cultural machinery, do the _work of 
five or ten men of forty ye'ars ago, 
it Is now more difficult to get one man 
than It was to find five or ten. 


Much of trie dlffculty In obtaining 


help for farm work is no doubt due 
to the Inability, of the farmer to com- 
pete with city conditions. The differ- 
ence In hours and tasks la Inseparable 
.from the nature of the work to be done. 
In the city a man may report for duty 
at 8 o'clock—certainly not earlier than 
7—and he may be through at 6—cer- 
tainly not later than 6—and the rest 
of his time la his own. In the country 
he will get up at 4, take care of four 
or five horses, feed ten or twenty hogs, 
milk from four to eight cows, and 
carry the milk In and run the sepa- 
rator for twenty minutes before he will 


be expected to be ready for breakfast. 
After breakfast he can go to work. 
If he Is ever through with the day's 
tasks It Is because there Is not much 
more to be done or It Is too dark to 
do It, and In the wintertime, if he Is 
lucky, he can find & place where he 
can do chores for his board. 


Perhaps the farmer could chant* 


these conditions. Most farmers, how- 
ever, will tell you that'their Hired help 
are further ahead at the end of the 
year than are the employers. Farm 
help,, at any rate, is hard to get, and 
n many regions cannot be found. This 
Is a fact which must be considered in 
reckoning the kind of crops to be 
grown and the prices the consumer 
must pay.

New York, Feb. IE.—Nurses, espe- 


cially those engaged in public health 
work, can do much to prevent unnec- 
essary deaths from cancer, according 
to a special bulletin published by the 
American, Society for the Control- of 
Cancer. 
Many patients, especially 


women, it Is*pointed out, will speak to 


nurse about the danger signals of 


this disease, such as lumps, persistent 
sores, .ulcerations and other irregular- 
ities, when they would hesitate to call 
a, doctor. 
Attention to. these appar- 


ently trivial condltl&ns, says the bul- 


letin, often means the actual preven- 
tion of cancer or at least its discovery 
in the early stages when the hope of 
cure is greatest. 
.In promoting the special education 
of nurses so that they may be prepared 
to act as advance scouts in discovering 
this 'insidious enemy, the Society for 
the Control of Cancer has obtained the 
co-operation of national, state and 
local nurses' associations. 
All the 


leading schools of nursing have been 
urged to provide special lectures on 
the early signs of this disease so that 
nurses, when they take up their pro- 
fessional work may be equipped with 
the necessary knowledge, not to make 
a diagnosis themselves but to see that 
people with suspicious symptoms re- 
ceive prompt and competent profes- 
sional advice. Through the co-opera- 
tion of the National Organization for 
Public Health Nursing, the 
special 


bulletin above referred to Is being sent 
to several thousand visiting nurses' 
associations and prominent individual 
nurses throughout the country. Copies 
may also be obtained from the Amer- 
ican Society for the Control of Cancer, 
25 West 45th street, New York City.

club at the noon day luncheon and 
leard, with much interest, tho well 
organized talk on "Antagonizing Cor- 
porations," delivered by Mr. Barrett. 


"Corporations are sometimes classed 


is good.corporations and cad corpora- 
tions. 
No such classification 
can 


iroperly be made. 
A corporation is 


n itself powerless to do good or evil. 
It has no eyes ,ears or tongue. Intel- 
•ity of its actions depends on the char- 
acter of the men who conduct its af- 
fairs. 


Result of Prosperity. 


Marvelous prosperity of this coun- 


try in the recent past has turned the 
leads and hardened the hearts, not 
only of those engaged in business ac- 
tivities, but. of society in general. The 
love of money begot a greedy selfish- 
ness, which in turn led to an invasion 
of the -old-fashioned 
principles of 


honesty and lair dealing. 
Not only 


"Captains of Industry," but officials 
and government 
bodies, 
seemingly 


lost their power to see right or wrong. 


"Fraud, favoritism and sordid i.t- 


tempts to monopolize production have 
aroused the nation. Many politicians, 
in order to save themselves, 
cried 


greedy corporations,' 'soulless corpora- 
tions' and 'wicked corporations.' Cor- 
porations of the country have been 
made footballs by designing politicians 
and office seekers."

Defends Street Car Service. 


He defended the street railway ser- 


vice in the following: "Few riders of 
street cars give heed to scheduled time 
of cars. 
The patron steps from his 


home or place of business expectinr to 
step at once to a ear. A car, perhaps, 
on his line has just passed. If he waits 
two minutes he honestly believes it is 
five; if five minutes it seems ten; if *or 
minutes the patron is ready to swear 
(and generally does, Mr. Barrett com- 
mented) that there has been no oar 
in half an hour. 


"If the car happens to be late tho 


passenger does not appreciate 
the 


many reasons for delay, such as slowly 
moving passengers in and out, the 
slower moving trucks and other ve- 
hicles at crossings and swiftly moving 
jitneys, whpse drivers have to be 
guarded by motormen." 


Mr. Barrett expressed disgust at the 


proposition to place the corporations, 
especially electric and railway com- 
panies, in the government hand and 
at mercy of "pie hunters." He a*?ked 
for tolerance and confidence of the peo- 
ple in behalf of corporations and ex- 
pressed his belief that such a method 
would best wipe out the worries about 
corporations.

• The grouad on which will be erected 
the six story office building:, at -the 
southeast corner o£ East , Creighton 
avenue, by -S. F. Bowser & Company, 
this year, is being cleared of buildings 
anil made ready for the excavation 
work. The large two story frame house 
on the grounds is being razed an,d the 
smaller one just east of if. is being made 
ready to move to another location, 
someone having .purchased .it, and 
<tround will be' broken for the base- 
ment and foundations just as soon as 
the frost is out of the ground. . This is 
the beginning: of what will be the 
greatest improvement made in a sin- 
gle year by S. F. Bowser & Company. 
When -the new office building is up 
and the old one vacated by the • of- 
ficials and clerical department, so it 
can be temporarily* used for factory 
purposes, the erection of a 'five or six 
story factory building, nearly 500 feet 
long, will take place on the south side 
of the 'factory site. This work cannot 
be taken up until there is some provi- 
sion for temporary factory space, for 
the proposed building will occupy a 
portion of the ground now occupied by 
the shops. 


The old two story dwelling house 


now being torn down has a history 
closely connected with the establish-:

Devllbiss. assistant motive power en- 
gineer of the Pennsylvania Central 
system, with headquarters in Toledo, 
and Frank A. DeVIlbiss. a patternfhak- 
er at the Bowser works, were born in 
that house and It was their home for 
many years.' 


Back of this old house, on the same 


lot, was the barn in which S. F. Bow- 


ket the first oil tank pump in existence 
and from that small beginning has de- 
veloped S. F. Bowser & Company, with 
its big^ plant, world-wide reputation 
and annual business of $6,000,000. 
Thomas D. DeVilbiss has been prom- 
inently connected with the Bowser 
company from very near the start. He 
is now president of the Home Supply 
company and service department of the 
company." The smaller 'house, which is 
being moved from- the grounds, was 
also erected a number/of years ago, 
when the Bowser plant was consider- 
ably smaller than it is at present.

Proposal to Tax Corpora- 


tions in Indiana Brings 


Opposition. 


Indianapolis, Feb. ID.—The excise tax 


bill prepared under the direction of Gov- 
| ernor Goodrich and now looked on as 
i a state administration measure yester- 
; day because the feature of overshadow- 
ing interest in the legislature. Reports 


'• reaching the governor's office indicated 
that .the people throughout the state 


; have begun to show "deep concern in the 
measure. 
| That the business men generally in 
! Indiana, also are aroused became more 
apparent than ever yesterday when 


i many of them.personally besought their 
members of the senate and house to op- 
pose tlic plan for a specific tax suggest- 
ed by the governor. Nearly every mem- 
ber of the legislature began to receive 
communications for and against the bill 
yesterday. 


Holds Center of Stage. 


Until the contest over the measure is 


settled it promises to hold the center 
of the legislative stage. It has displaced 
limited suffrage and the highway com- 
mission bills in public interest. The gen- 
eral importance of the proposal did not 
dawn on-the public until after Governor 
Goodrich appeared at the caucus of the 
house republicans Wednesday afternoon 
and explained its provisions. 


The house republicans adjourned their 


raucus with the understanding that no 
further action would be taken on the 
bill until they had a chance to talk with 
their constituents. The tentative plan 
agreed on at the caucus was that an- 
other meeting should be held today by 
the 
house republicans to determine 


whether the bill should become a cau- 


i cus measure. 


Although it has the stanch support of 


the Governor and many members of the 
legislature, it has not received the in- i 
dorsement of the republicans as a party I 


j measure. Speaker Eschbach stated to a 
representative of The Star yesterday 
afternoon that he does not know when 
the bill will be handed down for third 
rending, aa it lias not reached his desk 
since it was passed on second rending. 


. 
May Be Amended. 


It was said yesterday that tho op- 


ponents of the bill may not make a 
very strong oftort to defeat it in the 
house, but will center their efforts on 
the senate, which has been the stage 
for most ot tho big contests of tho pres- 
ent session. It was reported also that 
the bill more than likely will be amend- 


"~ed In several Important particulars 


when It comes up for third reading In 
the house. Several of the rates of tax- 
ation are liable 'to be lowered before 
the-house takes final action. It was 
regarifed 'aii likely last night that the 
bill will pass the house by a comfort- 
able margin, although some members 
on the republican side are strongly op- 
posed to it. The democratic members 
probably will oppose the bill as they 
.have .lined up against all ot the bills 
{that have come from the governor's 
office. 


Opponents of tha excise bill present 


the argument that'll will discourage 
new enterprises In Indiana and tend 
to Influence those already doing busi- 
ness here to move to some other state. 
They charge that It is extremely doubt- 


j fnl If the Imposition of this tax will 
lower the general rate as claimed by 
Its supporters. The enactment of spe- 
cial taxes. It Is argued, is not according 
'.to proper taxation principles, which 
are that taxation increases should be 
made all along the line and not in par- 
ticular cases. 


Say People Will Pay. 


' It Is suggested that the bill is not In 


harmony with the republican promises 
of economy In that the enactment of 
the law would require the employment 
of an additional force to administer It. 
The opponents declare that in the end 
the people jvho buy 'Indiana-made 
goods will have to foot the bill as they 
do all other Increases In expenses Im- 
posed on corporations. The proposed 
law is declared to be unjust In that It 
would put on Indiana concerns a heavy 
burden that Is likely to prove dis- 
astrous because of the competition with 
concerns outside the state.

The British steamer Tarrowdale 


was one of the vessels captured by a 
German raider in the South Atlantic 
some time ago. With an armed prize 
crew aboard the steamer was taken 
Into a German harbor on December 
31. She had 469 prisoners on board, 
among whom were seventy-two Amer- 
icans, according to an announcement 
made some time ago by the German 
foreign secretary. It was stated that 
these men were to be interned as pris- 
oners, having been captured on an 
armed vessel. 


Early In the present month—the day 


ot severing diplomatic relations with 
Germany—the United States demand- 
ed the release "of the Americans. The 
following: day it was announced that 
Germany had acceded to the demand. 
Later It was announced from Wash- 
ington that tho men were being held 
in Germany until assurances had been 
received from the United States as to 
the safe departure ot Count von Bern- 
storft and the German consuls and the 
safety of German war-bound ships In 
American waters. A Washington dis- 
patch February 13 said that Secretary 
Lansing through the Swiss govern- 
ment had made Inquiries of Germany 
as to the, reasons for tho continued de- 
tention of the seamen. A dispatch 
from Washington Thursday said a 
peremptory demand ror the release of 
the men hadj-been prepared by tho 
state department and that it would go 
forward soon through the Spanish 
ambassador. 


95 PASSENGERS ABOARD. 


Liverpool, Feb. 15—(Delayed)—The 


Philadelphia, the flrst American liner 


I to 
leave Europe since Germany's 


declaration of unrestricted submarine 
warfare, sailed from here late Wed- 
nesday afternoon. She carried 95 pas- 
sengers of all classes of whom 38 were 
Americans. 


Among, the few cancellations were 


those of Frank Simonds and Wmfleld 
R. Sheehan, who had planned to sail 
but were prevented at the last moment 
"by business reasons. Dr. Henry Van 
Dyke, formerly Unite.d States minister 
to Holland, had originally intended to 
sail ,on the Philadelphia but decided 
earlier in the week to postpone his 
departure until Saturday. The Phila- 
delphia was unarmed, carrying neither 
a mounted nor an unmounted gun. 


In addition to her passengers she 


carried a general cargo of what la 
known as express freight 
and two 


tons of despatches from the American 
embassy in London for the state de- 
partment In Washington. The dispatch 
bags contained Important documents 
forwarded from American embassies 
and consulates in nearly all the coun- 
tries in Europe, Including a large, quan- 
tity from Germany which was dis- 
patched before the break In diplo- 
matic relations. A jolly and good na- 
tured crowd waved farewell from the 
Philadelphia deck to anxious friends 
as the ship left the dock. Prior to 
embarking the passenger* had dis- 
cussed the prospect of the liner being; 
attacked by a submarine but most of 
them treated it lightly.

TEST FIRST 


Present Congress Will Not 


Pass Universal Mili- 


tary Training. 


(By GILSON GARDNER.) 


"Washington. D. O.. Feb. 16.—Uni- 


versal military training will be dis- 
cussed but not passed on at thlp ses- 
sion of conjrress. 


This is the administration plan. 


The mllttla will be relied upon to meet 
any emergency. 


It is expected the national guard 


•will be recruited up to/;lts full strength 
to meet the needs of iiation.il defense, 
and that It will be mobilized to pro- 
tect harbors, coast*, railroads and 
other strategic points. 


Universal compulsory military traJn- 


Ing is expected to be one of the result 
of the present war situation. 


There are a few people who think a 


law of this character may be jammed 
through congress before March 4. It. 
may be said positively, however, that 
eueh Is not President Wilson'? plan. 


Tho president Is not yet committed 


to the conscription idea. The annual 
report 
made by Secretary of War 


Baker voiced the opinion of tho presi- 
dent, to the effect that tho national 
guard had not had full opportunity to 
show what it could do in the Mexican 
border mobilization, and the president 
further made, his opinion clear when 
he talked last week to th» delegation 
from Maryland who came to urge uni- 
versal military service. 


The president's words on that oc- 


casion were notably sharp and tho 
delegation went away feeling their 
knuckles had been rapped. 


President Wlllson scored tho oock- 


sureness of the critics of the national 
guard and made it clear that he still 
believes in the volunteer system. 


Under the stimulus of a national 


crisis, as will exist in case of war with 
Germany, it is the administration's be- 
lief that there will be no lack of vol- 
unteers and that the national guard 
can be recruited to its full military 
strength in less than thirty days. 


Under the law the guard can be 


used for the defense of the realm or 
for foreign service. 


The universal military training bill 


which comes from Senator Chamber- 
lain's sub-committee of the senate mil- 
itary affairs committee la what Is 
known as the Moaeley bill, tho original 
draft having- been prepared for the 
National Defense League by an army 
officer of that name. 


It bears the approval of Senators 


Chamberlain, 
Brady 
and 
Thomas, 


who are the sub-committee which has 


been listening *o arguments ami tes- 
timony for thrOK months on this sub- 
ject. 


The hearings have not yot 
h»<-n 


printed, and it -would t<e unfair 
to 


other members of the military affairs 
committee and to the senate generally, 
to attenjpt to pass tjio bill until the 
printed arguments have been avail- 
able. 


Speaking: of the Chamberlain, bill 


Senator Brady said to me: 


"Our committee is unanimous as to 


the main ideas in the bill, namely tha.t 
the government should provide some 
sort of universal military training. 


"The 
committee is somewhat di- 


vided as to some of the details of the 
bill, such as when the training should 
begin, how long: it should last, a.nd 
should be the. character of the law 
making exemptions. 


"Our bill provides for six months of 


military trainlne and it Is expected 
that about five hundred thousand boys 
a year would take the training. 


"About a million boys would reach 


the ago of t$ each year, but about half 
n. million would be exempted under 
the various exceptions which the law 
provides. 


"These exceptions are (or such rea- 


sons as physical unfltness. moral unflt- 
ness. belm? in the regular army, serv- 
ice on the ocean as a sailor, and relig- 
ious beliefs." 


The, plan us worked out by the sub- 


committee Is less drastic than the pro- 
posals offered by tho general staff of 
the army war colleKo. 


The latter havo been pushlnp a. bill 


modeled on tho Prussian system, and 
providing for a full year of military 
training. 


The Chamberlain bill provides for 


compensation to the young men whllo 
there taking training, so that persons 
dependent upon them may have 
small sum of money In lieu of what 
the boy might earn. 


"It will bo necessary," said Senator 


Brady, "to take great caro In drafting 
the exemptions section of tho law, so 
that the exemption shall not he abused 
by permitting people with money or 
pull to get out of tho service, while 
those without: It are compelled to take 
the training." 


Those receiving military training 


would be subject under the law to bo 
drafted into the army at any time the 
occasion for their services might arise. 


The senate will discuss, also, those 


amendments dealing with 
military 


training in schools. 


This feature', however, which is very 


far-reaching in the original Chamber- 
lain bill, seeking fejf begin children's 
training at twelve years old, has been 
temporarily abandoned.
